WASHINGTON, July 4.—(U P)— 
The new World war veterans’ pen­ 
sion bill passed by congress and 
signed by President Hoover last 
night provides the following pen­ 
sions: 
SB percent permanent disability, 
$12 monthly. 
80 per cent, $12. 
75 percent, $24. 
IOO percent, $40. 
Pensions may not be claimed un­ 
der it by any veteran who paid an 
income tax during the year prior 
to his application. 
Thus its bene­ 
fits are barred to single men with 
incomes of more than $1600 annu­ 
ally «md to married men receiving 
more than $3600. 
State and 
municipal employes 
whose incomes are exempt 
from 
federal taxes are eligible neverthe­ 
less-

necessary to call a plumber to 
supply a pump in order to force 
the fish back into the main*.

pump for this purpose was an es­ 
sential part of a plumber’s equip­ 
ment. 
“To prevent this difficulty, I de­ 
vised what might be called a fish 
trap, consisting of 
an

box 
with a screen across the end. Fish 
would stop there, instead of going 
into the smaller house pipes."

Carolina and one in Texas, shows that the South 
no longer will tolerate lynching parties. 
In 
both cases a white woman was assaulted by a 
negro—a crime than 
which 
the 
Southerner 
knows no greater. 
In former days even the 
better element proudly shared in a vengeful 
lynching party. 
This is no longer true. 
They 
are willing to trust the orderly procedure of 
law. 
This marks a distinct advance in civic morals. 
No community can lie called civilized which 
does not trust its orderly judicial procedure to 
administer justice. 
It has taken some time to 
bring many Southerners to this state of mind. 
Gun 
toting, 
avenging 
personal 
insults and 
slights, and lynching too long persisted in that 
region. 
E at the spirit of the South is chang­ 
ing. 
W ith the growth of industry in that. 
region, with the memories of frontier and ante­ 
bellum days receding, with the influx of people 
from the North, the spirit of the old South is* 
gone. 
There is still a social prejudice against 
the negro, but racial relations are improving 
every year. 
The white and the black are be­ 
ginning to understand each other, and are learn­ 
ing that there are many ways in which co­ 
operation may be for the benefit of both races. 
W e are often reminded that civilized man’s 
thin veneer soon reveals the savage and the 
primitive. 
We believe the veneer is thickening. 
But we may just as well recognize that there 
is still a good deal of the barbarian in us that 
needs to be eradicated.

On July 4. 1872, Calvin Coolidge, 
30th president of the United States, 
was born at Plymouth. Vt. 
After graduating from Amherst 
college where he earned a repu­ 
tation as a hard worker. Coolidge 
studied law with a Northampton 
firm, and two years later began to 
practice. 
Because his employers 
were interested in politics. Cool­ 
idge soon found an opportunity to 
follow his natural inclination. 
Coolidge was readily elected

until he became its mayor.

lowing his election as state sena­ 
tor, his political career in Massa­
